REPORT 


OF 


Superintending School Committee 


FOR 


DISTRICT NO. 1, MARCH 1, 1894. 


The schools in the three lower grades have been taught by 
the same teachers as for several years past, and have given 
the usual satisfaction. 

The High School was for the first term under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Frederic Serex, the teacher of the previous year ; 
and for the last two terms it has been taught by Mr. A. L. 
Burnham. Mr. Burnham is a thorough scholar and a good 
instructor, and he has taught a good school. The average 
attendance for the year is approximately as follows: 

Primary School, Miss J. Mae Lord, teacher, 64 
Intermediate School, Miss Nellie F. Lord, teacher, 38 
Grammar School, Mrs. Sarah F. G Nowell, teacher, 34 
High School, Mr. Serex and Mr. Burnham, teachers, 22 

As may be seen by the above table, the primary depart- 
ment is full to overflowing, while the next two grades have 
all the scholars in them that the teachers can make room for 
and can properly instruct. There has been a constant influx 
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of young scholars into the primary department at the begin- 
ning of every term, and to relieve that grade it has been 
found necessary to advance scholars to the grades above be- 
fore they have been fully prepared for such promotion. This 
has injured the grade of scholarship in every department of 
the schools. The grade of the High School has, of course, 
been injured like that of the others, and also by the fact that 
the most of our scholars do not attend school so long as they 
ought; but it is proper to say that it has been the aim to 
have a teacher in that department thoroughly capable of im- 
parting a good English and classical education of a first-class 
high school grade. 

To relieve the lower grades of the schools, and especially 
the primary, the committee recommend the establishment of 
a second primary school, with a seating capacity of not less 
than forty (40) pupils. Besides relieving the overcrowded 
condition of the present primary grade, this would tend to re- 
store the grade of scholarship in the intermediate and gram- 
mar grades ; and especially would it make it possible for more 
time to be given to individual pupils in all the lower grades. 
This is a very important consideration in view of the fact that 
so many Of our pupils are obliged to leave school so young. 

There seems no doubt that before long a second primary 
school will become an absolute necessity. Your committee 
are convinced that the time for it has already arrived.

THE SCHOOL BOARD 


OF THE 


Town of Rollinsford, N. H., 


FOR THE YEAR 1894-5. 


In accordance with the state laws, the School Board of the 
Town of Rollinsford present their annual Report. 

The teachers employed to instruct our schools during the 
past year were Miss Celia Y. Ramsdell of South Berwick, 
Me., the Quamphegan school; Miss Gertrude G. Garvin of 
this town, the Turnpike school; Miss Lillian N. Weeden of 
Somersworth, the Rollins school; and Mrs. Etta W. Good- 
win of this town, the Sullivan school; all of whom were em- 
ployed to teach in our schools last year. These teachers have 
managed their scholars with skill, prudence and ability. The 
pupils have shown a marked degree of interest in the studies 
pursued, which of itself is evidence that their time has been 
well and profitably spent. When an interest is awakened and 
a real desire to learn is manifested on the part of pupils, the 


a 
teacher in sympathy is stimulated to greater and more earnest 
endeavors for the success and advancement of the charge 
committed to her trust. 

In all the schools, teachers and scholars have seemed happy 
in laboring together, the one to impart knowledge, and the 
other to receive it. Each school seems to have been well 
drilled to good order and correct recitations, and step by step 
to have advanced in each succeeding lesson. At the several 
examinations, it was highly pleasing to witness the advance- 
ment made in the studies pursued. We would continue to 
urge upon the parents the importance of a regular attendance 
of their children at school. 


It is the duty of all who have children to permit them to 
avail themselves of the opportunities offered for an education. 
It may be considered by some of little or no consequence 
whether a child be away from school one day or so ina 
week; that the lessons which should have been committed 
and recited on those days are the only loss which the pupil 
sustains. Were it really so, there would be less cause for 
complaints. How such persons are mistaken. They either 
do not know or forget that there is a connecting link to each 
lesson that binds it to the preceding one, and in the end 
makes these successive recitations one perfect and harmonious 
whole. But if this order is permitted to be changed by fre- 
quent absences from school, the connection will be broken, 
and no good results will ever arise from such a course of 
study. 

It is to be regretted that in some of our schools there is not 
an equal amount of interest manifested on the part of parents 
and others as there was years ago; in consequence of this the 
teachers in such schools labor to great disadvantage. It is 
up-hill work for them. We have been led of late to contrast 
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the interest manifested in our enterprising Farmer’s Grange, 
where the best methods of raising vegetables,meat stock and 
swine have been freely discussed, to that shown in the rear- 
ing, educating and preparing for future usefulness the immor- . 
tal minds of our children. On the former subjects, none 
have been remiss in manifesting the most lively interest. 
Could a like zeal be awakened and put in action toward our 
schools, what great good it might accomplish and how 
marked would be the result.
